‘Image-Making’ Concerns College Officials 


Image- making, is making deep 
impressions in the minds of cL 
lege officials.. | 

No, it isn’t a new art course nor. 
a revised extra-curricular activity. 
Image-making can best be labeled 
public . relations the public's 
view of a college or university. 


Dr. Donald Z. Woods, new 
dean of Adult. Education and 
recent .representative to the 


15th National Conference on 
Higher Education, said that “the 
picture received by the public 
and the actual picture are not 
always the same.” : ‘ 


The Conference was held in Chi- 
cago March 7-9 and was attended 
by’ representatives from colleges 
and universities throughout the 
nation, Each representative at- 
tended two discussion groups, rée- 
viewing various problems in high- 
‘er education. — 


Several ‘ college representa- 
tives at the conference reported 
that they had conducted surveys 
within their community to as- 
certain the image their univer- 
sity was giving the public. Sur- 
vey results showed surprisingly 
distorted impressions. 

“Woods said the distorting fac- 
tors sprang from two sources: 
collegiate: literature in the form 
of pamphlets, folders and bro- 
chures and freshman week. 

‘Upon reviewing the litera- 
ture, we found much was emr 
phasizing horseback riding, fire- 
place sessions, well-dressed cor 
eds, and other academically un- 
related activities. This fun- 
slanted literature presented only 
a partial view,” Woods said. 
As a result of distorted litera- 

ture, not only the public, but the 
incoming freshmen are sometimes 
misinformed. 

Freshmen week can present 
another problem in keeping, a 
clear image. High school teach- 
ers threaten “When you get to 
college they'll make you work.” 
Yet, the freshman’s first col- 
legiate week is spent in testing,

In some schools the freshman 
is confronted with high-school 
type statements as “This is 
library” and is herded almost 
enough to provoke. rebellion, 
Woods said. 

“Then one. Monday morning, 
the freshman finds himself in 
the middle of academic learning. 
A. truer picture for the fresh-- 
man would have been one that 

presented the hard work - and, 
the great opportunities that go 
hand in hand with a college ed- 
ucation.” 

But -let’s get down to concrete 
application—how is OU at image- 
making? 

_A full-scale survey of the im- 
pression OU is making in the com- 
munity has never been conducted. 

“However, IE think that our. 
literature tells a true story and . 


‘doesn’t over-emphasize the fun- 


role,” Woods said. 

_OU’s literature has been direc: 
ted toward actual educational of- 
ferings and academically - related 
activities — such as library shots, 
chemistry experiments and tap- 
ping for scholastic. honoraries. 

Woods said the shining new 
building of the Student Center 
may draw a picture out of per- 
spective. With publicity of center 
activities looming, some members 
of the, community may magnify 


| the importance of pool shooting 


and card playing. But with the full 
picture made available to the 
public—that the Center houses the 
bookstore, offices: for Dean of 
Students staff, all food. facilities 
—its utilitarian purposes will be 
obvious. - 

“One bit of information that 
has at last become known to 
‘almost everyone. concerns our: 
accreditation. For years the 
rumor was heard that OU was 
not accredited.” | 

As far as accreditation goes, 


Woods said, “OU is. as thoroughly 


accredited as any school in the

Have trouble making those gas 
dollars stretch from week to week? 

Major Harry Dicé svived this 
problem when he bought the little 
three-wheeled Messerschmitt fre- 
quently- seen parked behind ‘the 
‘Applied Arts Building. Since he 
bought the scooter.two and. a: half 
years ago, the major has driven 


8,000 miles. Gas bill? A little over 


40 dollars. Dice's’. three-wheeled 
scooter with a lid on it gets 60 
miles per gallon. ; ~ 


’ Everywhere the major and his 


iscooter go they become the sub- 


ject of much controversy. He said,

means . of transportation.” 


Dice became. interested in the 
scooter while he was -in, Germany 
with the Air. Force. The initial 
cost of his scooter, purchased in. 
Germany, was 600 dollars. 

Dice calls his three-wheeler. 
“the Cadillac of scooters”. He said 
it has ‘practically everything a 
| Cadillac has: turn signals, back up 
lights, heater, defroster, place for 
a radio, and independent spring- 
ing on all wheels just to name @ 
few items.”.-He pointed out that 
the engine is short of Cadillac spe- 


cifications; its only one cylinder 


10 horse power. 


Texas-based Dice and his “seoot- 
er ran into some problems when 
they made the change to the mid- 
west and snow this winter. The 
major had to make his own tire 
chains for none are made that will 
fit his tires. 

The'scooter gets around all right 
until the snow gets deeper “than 
its 6 inch ground clearance or un- 
til it gets on a street where there 
are deep ruts made by American 
cars. In the latter case the trou- 
ble occuts because of the scooter’s 
three wheels.
